$100  of  value. 

If  your  collection  includes  items  valued  at 
more  than  $5,000,  or  a pair  or  set  valued 
at  $10,000  or  more,  these  must  be 
listed  separately  with  a statement  of  actual 
value.

Indian  Peace  Medal  Returned 
to  Wisconsin  Historical  Society 

American  Numismatic  Association 
& Wisconsin  State  Journal 

Several  months  ago,  a very  rare  silver 
1825  John  Quincy  Adams  Indian  Peace  Medal 
was  sold  for  $9,900  at  a Stack’s  auction  in 
New  York.  In  November  a detective  from 
the  Wisconsin  State  Historical  Society 
contacted  Stack’s,  requesting  their 
assistance  in  determining  if  the  medal  sold 
was  a piece  stolen  from  the  Historical 
Society. 

A photo  and  documentation  used  for 
comparison,  determined  that  it  was  the 
missing  medal.  Stack’s  requested  the 
medal’s  return  and  refunded  the  buyer’s  full 
purchase  price.  The  medal  was  returned  to 
the  Historical  Society  in  Madison.  Stack’s 
hopes  to  recover  the  sale  proceeds  from  the 
consignor,  an  innocent  party  who  purchased 
the  piece  on  the  open  market.  The  alleged 
thief  was  apparently  taken  into  custody.

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The  U.S.  Department  of  Defense  stockpile  of 
silver  has  dropped  90%  since  1981  from 
139,500,000  ounces  to  only  10  million 
ounces  as  of  September  30,  2000,  and  is 
expected  to  be  depleted  by  October  31st. 
Most  of  the  silver  (almost  100  million 
ounces)  was  consumed  by  American  Eagle 
silver  coins,  according  to  government  data. 
For  the  period  ended  September  30,  2000, 
more  than  6.4  million  1-ounce  American 
Eagles  were  sold,  down  slightly  from  the 
same  period  last  year. 

Since  1982,  about  20  million  ounces  were 
used  to  produce  silver  commemorative 
coins.  Another  8 million  ounces  was 
consumed  by  coin  proof  sets,  disposals  at 
public  auction  and  loans  to  defense 
contractors. 

The  Homestake  Mine 
An  End  of  an  Era 

Gold  Institute 

The  oldest  continuously  operated  North 
American  gold  mine  is  closing  after  more 
than  120  years  of  operation,  closing  a 
chapter  in  one  of  the  nation’s  great  mining 
stories. 

Homestake  Mining  Co.,  the  oldest  continually 
listed  stock  on  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange 


(1879),  will  be  closing  the  Homestake  Mine 
in  Lead,  SD  (pop.  3,800)  by  year’s  end.  As 
mine  operations  wind  down,  some  workers 
will  remain  to  monitor  and  facilitate  the 
company’s  environmental  obligations  for 
about  8 more  years  to  restore  the  land  to  its 
former  condition.  The  clean-up  of 
wastewater  tailings,  along  with  reclamation 
of  mined  land,  will  cost  more  than  $65 
million. 

The  mine  was  one  of  the  highest  paying 
companies  in  the  area,  about  double  what 
most  area  workers  receive.  The  mine’s 
story  began  on  April  9,  1876,  when  the 
Manuael  brothers,  Moses  and  Fred,  together 
with  Hank  Harney,  spied  an  outcropping  of 
ore  termed  a “lead”.  They  named  their 
claim  “Homestake”  and  the  mining  camp 
which  arose  was  named  Lead  City.  In  its 
more  than  a century  of  operation,  the  mine 
produced  over  40  million  ounces  of  gold 
from  the  Open  Cut  and  from  its  8,000  foot 
deep  tunnels  below. 

During  the  great  depression,  the  price  of 
gold  increased  and  the  cost  of  labor  and 
equipment  dropped  and  the  small  town 
prospered. 

The  mine  may  continue  to  serve  the  country 
but  not  as  a source  of  gold  ore.  In  mid- 
January,  the  National  Science  Foundation 
was  considering  a proposal  from  the  South 
Dakota  School  of  Mines  and  Technology  to 
turn  the  deep  underground  tunnels  into  a 
particle  physics  lab.  Because  of  their  great 
depth,  the  tunnels  are  shielded  from  cosmic 
forces  and  other  ambient  radiation  that 
interfere  with  certain  experiments.  An 
additional  proposal  would  turn  some  of  the 
mine  into  a National  Park.

The  New  York 
quarter,  the  first 
of  the  2001  series, 
features  the  Statue 
of  Liberty 
superimposed  over 
an  outline  of  the 
state  along  with  the  inscription  “Gateway  to 
freedom”  Also  incorporated  into  the  state 
outline  is  the  line  tracing  the  Hudson  River 
and  the  route  of  the  Erie  Canal. 

The  New  York  design  celebrates  the  “Empire 
State”  as  a point  of  entry  for  millions  of 
immigrants  seeking  the  political  freedom  and 
democracy  that  American  citizenship 
provides.  President  Grover  Cleveland 
accepted  the  State  of  Liberty,  a gift  from 
the  people  of  France  on  behalf  of  the  U.S.  on 
October  28,  1886.  Lady  Liberty  was 
designated  a National  Monument  on  October 
15,  1924  and  underwent  extensive 
restoration  for  her  centennial  on  July  4, 
1986.  Governor  George  Patald  asked  the 
U.S.  Mint  to  add  the  line  tracing  the  Hudson 
River  and  the  route  of  the  Erie  Canal  because 
of  the  vital  development  role  of  the 
waterways. 

Design  ideas  were  received  from  New  York 
residents,  school  children,  history  buffs, 
graphic  artists  and  coin  collectors.  New 
Yorkers  wrote  or  e-mailed  Patald’s  office  to 
vote  for  their  favorite  design.  Capturing 
76%  of  the  vote,  the  Statue  of  Liberty  was 
officially  selected  to  adorn  the  reverse  of 
the  New  York  quarter. 


North  Carolina 

The  North 
Carolina  quarter, 
the  12th  in  the 
series  and  the 
second  quarter  to 
be  released  in 
2001,  highlights 
the  famous  1903 
photograph  of  the 

The  North  Carolina  quarter  commemorates 
the  historic  feat  that  took  place  on  December 
17,  1903  at  Kitty  Hawk,  NC  with  the  first 
successful  flight  of  a heavier-than-air,  self- 
propelled  flying  machine.  The  craft,  called 
the  “Flyer”  traveled  a distance  of  about 
120  feet  on  the  first  flight  and  soared  even 
further  as  one  of  the  most  significant  human 
achievements  in  history. 

Governor  James  Hunt  appointed  the  NC 
Department  of  Cultural  Resources  as  the 
lead  in  the  design  concept  process.  The  NC 
Commemorative  Coin  Committee  was 
established  which  consisted  of  members 
from  the  State  Department  of  Cultural 
Resources,  the  Division  of  Archives  and 
History  as  well  as  coin  collectors.  The 
Committee  solicited  design  ideas  from  NC 
residents. 

Alternate  designs  suggested  were  the  1903 
Flyer  superimposed  over  an  outline  of  the 
state,  the  Hatteras  Lighthouse  superimposed 
over  an  outline  of  the  state  and  the  Hatteras 
Lighthouse  showing  a dune  and  sea  gull.  The 
Committee  and  Gov.  Hunt  selected  the  “First 
Flight”  for  the  official  design.

Coin  or 
Collectible? 


The  new  Sacajawea  dollar  is  proving  to  be 
as  elusive  as  the  route  to  the  Northwest  that 
explorers  Meriwether  Lewis  and  William 
Clark  were  seeking  two  centuries  ago  when 
she  accompanied  them  on  a trek  across  the 
continent. 


Approximately  a year  ago,  the  golden  dollar 
was  put  into  circulation  and  is  supposed  to 
be  jingling  in  everyone’s  pocket  today....  but 
is  it?  Research  by  the  U.S.  Mint  shows  that 
because  of  a $40  million  advertising 
promotion,  90%  of  Americans  know  about 
the  golden  dollar,  however,  few  are  actually 
being  used. 

Approximately  1.2  billion  coins  were  made 
and  the  Mint  estimates  that  approximately 
700  million  are  in  circulation,  however,  this 
doesn’t  mean  the  coins  are  being  used  as 
currency.  The  coins  have  been  shipped  to 
the  Federal  Reserve,  supplier  of  cash  to 
banks  or  are  being  held  by  collectors. 

A “chicken-and-egg”  problem  developed 
according  to  Michael  White,  spokesman  for 
the  Mint.  Consumers  say  “If  I get  them,  I’ll 
use  them,”  however,  bankers  indicate  there 
hasn’t  been  much  demand  for  the  coins  by 
retailers  and  claim  consumers  just  don’t 
want  them.  People  buy  rolls  of  the  golden 
dollar  for  gifts  and  people  who  get  the  coin 
for  the  first  time  want  to  keep  it. 


Why  Aren’t  Americans 
Using  the  Coin? 

Perhaps  its  too  heavy  to  carry  around  a 
pocket-full,  or  maybe  they  just  don’t  have 
to.  As  long  as  the  dollar  bill  is  available,  the 
coin  probably  won’t  be  widely  used.  When 
Canada  introduced  its  dollar  coin,  they  began 
phasing  out  the  paper  equivalent  and  this 
also  happened  in  England  with  the  pound.  The 
U.S.  Mint  is  not  interested  in  phasing  out  the 
George  Washington  dollar  bill,  but  instead 
wants  to  cut  down  on  the  number  of  bills 
they  need  to  replace  each  year. 

Since  the  first  silver  dollar  was  minted  in 
the  United  States  on  October  15,  1794, 
dollar  coins  were  a part  of  our  lifestyle. 

The  silver  dollar  was  discontinued  in  1935, 
but  resumed  again  as  a dollar  coin  with  the 
silverless  Eisenhower  dollar  in  1971.  The 
last  two  mintings  of  dollar  coins  included  the 
quarter-sized  “Susan  B.  Anthony” 
introduced  in  1979,  which  people  did  not 
accept  because  was  too  easily  mistaken  for 
a quarter. 

The  Coin  Coalition,  based  in  Washington  DC, 
studied  the  problems  with  the  Susan  B. 
Anthony  coin  and  in  early  2000,  the  new 
Sacajawea  dollar  was  minted.  They  tinted  it 
a golden  color  and  made  it  larger  with  a flat 
edge.  Many  coins  from  the  first  minting 
were  “blotched”  and  the  color  was  not 
good,  but  that  has  improved.  The 
government  worked  with  Wal-Mart  to  get 
them  into  circulation  even  before  banks  had 
them.  At  that  time  a poll  by  treasury 
officials  found  that  2 out  of  every  3 
respondents  said  they  would  be  willing  to 
use  the  new  coin  in  doing  business. 
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The  story,  however,  appears  to  be  a little 
different  now.  Banks  indicate  that 
individuals  come  in  and  purchase  the  coins 
for  special  occasions,  but  when  offered  the 
coin  as  change,  most  customers  refuse  it. 

The  story  is  much  the  same  at  other 
businesses.  A few  coins  are  being  cycled, 
but  not  many. 

Sacajawea  More  Popular  With 
Collectors  Than  Consumers 

At  first  there  was  a lot  of  collecting  going 
on  and  they  seemed  to  be  more  of  a 
collectable  than  a usable  coin.  Many  people 
are  still  hoarding  them,  saving  them  for  the 
future  and  anticipated  increased  values. 

Coin  collectors  who  want  a true  investment, 
should  purchase  “mint  wrapped”  coins  in 
yellow  U.S.  Mint  marked  wrappings. 

There  seems  to  be  a limited  amount  of 
“mules”  of  the  Sacajawea  dollar 
circulating.  A “mule”  is  a coin  error, 
which  quickly  becomes  even  more  of  a 
collectible.  A Wisconsin  coin  dealer  recently 
told  of  one  Sacajawea  coin,  where  the 
reverse  side  was  not  in  line  with  the  front, 
causing  the  eagle  reverse  to  be  slightly  off 
from  the  front.  This  coin  was  sold  on  E- 
Bay,  an  internet  auction  service,  for 
$14,000  and  another  for  $8,000. 

The  Sacajawea  coin  seems  to  have  more  use 
in  the  larger  metropolitan  areas  where  they 
are  more  readily  used  for  subway  and  bus 
fares,  vending  machines,  parking  meters, 
tipping  and  paying  tolls.

Drachma  Is  History 


Greece  recently  entered  a new  era  by 
officially  joining  the  European  Union’s  single 
currency  and  financial  institutions  are  now 
trading  in  the  euro.  On  December  31st,  the 
last  day  of  trading,  the  Greek  Central  Bank 
fixed  the  drachma  at  its  intended  exchange 
rate,  selling  some  $139.5  million  to  keep  the 
drachma  up. 

The  Drachma  (meaning  “handful”  in  ancient 
Greek)  is  Europe’s  oldest  currency  and  was 
the  standard  silver  coin  of  Greek  antiquity. 
It’s  believed  to  have  been  first  minted  in 
about  650  B.C.  in  what  is  now  western 
Turkey  and  was  originally  worth  a handful  of 
arrows. 


Ancient 

Athens  Drachma 


The  2,650  year  old  Greece  drachma  was 
traded  for  the  last  time  in  December, 

although  the  currency  now 
in  circulation  will  continue 
to  be  used. 

Produced  separately  by 
different  city-states,  the 
drachma  was  widely  used  in 
the  ancient  world.  Spread 
by  trade 

and  conquest,  it’s  been  found 
as  far  away  as  Afghanistan. 

It  also  served  as  the  model 
for  another  coin,  the  dirham, 
which  is  still  used  as  a name 
for  several  currencies  in  the 
Islamic  world.  It  was  the 
coin  of  Alexander  the  Great  and  was  traded 
as  far  away  as  Afghanistan.  The  modern 
drachma  was  revived  in  the  1830s  after 
Greece  gained  independence  from  Ottoman 
rule  as  the  country’s  new  monarchy  tried  to 
evoke  the  spirit  of  classical  Greece.

CONSTITUTION 


I NAME 

The  name  of  this  organization  is  Numismatists  of  Wisconsin  (also  known  as  N.O.W.). 
Numismatists  of  Wisconsin  is  a non-profit  and  a non-stock  corporation  organized  within  the 
framework  of  the  statutes  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin. 

II  OBJECT 

The  corporation  is  organized  exclusively  for  charitable,  religious,  educational,  and  scientific 
purposes,  including,  for  such  purposes  the  making  of  distributions  to  organizations  that  qualify 
as  exempt  organizations  under  section  501(c)(3)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  or  any  future 
tax  code. 

The  objective  of  the  Numismatists  of  Wisconsin  shall  be  to  encourage  and  promote  interest  in 
numismatics,  to  cultivate  friendly  relations  between  Wisconsin  coin  collectors  and  the  coin 
clubs  of  Wisconsin,  as  well  as  collectors  of  other  states,  and  to  encourage  and  assist  new 
collectors  and  coin  clubs.  All  resources  shall  be  used  to  further  the  above  objectives. 

III  MEMBERSHIP 

Any  person  of  good,  moral  character  may  become  a regular  member  of  this  organization  upon 
application  and  with  the  executive  board’s  consent. 

Any  Coin  Club,  Historical  Society,  Library  or  other  organization  which  has  an  interest  in 
numismatics  may  become  a regular  member  upon  application  and  with  the  executive  board’s 
consent. 

Any  regular  member  is  eligible  to  apply  for  and  obtain  a Life  Membership  following  one  year  of 
continuous  membership. 

Any  member  can  be  expelled  for  just  cause  or  activities  detrimental  to  the  hobby,  upon  written 
complaint.  The  Executive  Board  shall  pass  upon  the  matter  after  due  hearing. 

No  member  shall  receive  direct  monetary  benefits  from  the  organization’s  assets  or  functions. 
Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  these  articles,  the  corporation  shall  not  carry  on  any 
other  activities  not  permitted  to  be  carried  on  (a)  by  an  organization  exempt  from  federal 
income  tax  under  section  501(c)(3)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  or  the  corresponding 
provision  of  any  future  federal  tax  code,  or  (b)  by  a corporation,  contributions  to  which  are 
deductible  under  section  170(c)(2)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  or  the  corresponding  provision 
of  any  future  federal  tax  code. 

In  the  event  the  organization  is  disbanded,  assets  available  for  distribution  shall  be  distributed 
for  one  or  more  exempt  purposes  within  the  meaning  of  section  501(c)(3)  of  the  Internal 
Revenue  Code,  or  the  corresponding  section  of  any  future  federal  tax  code,  and  pursuant  to  the 
Wisconsin  Non-Profit  Corp.  Act.  Assets  remaining  after  the  payment  of  debtors  shall  be 
distributed  to  non-profit  numismatic  organizations  to  be  designated  by  the  last  Board  of 
Governors,  or  in  their  failure,  to  the  American  Numismatic  Association  for  scholarships  in  the 
name  of  NOW,  it  being  understood  that  the  ANA  is  an  organization  entitled  to  501  (c)3 
treatment  under  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954  as  amended.  Page  1 
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IV  OFFICERS 

The  elective  officers  of  this  organization  shall  be  as  follows: 

President,  Vice  President  and  12  Governors. 

The  Executive  Board  shall  consist  of  the  President,  Vice  President,  immediate  Past  President, 
N.O.W.  News  Editor,  Secretary-Treasurer  and  12  Governors. 

If  an  officer  fails  to  attend  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Governors,  the  Board,  by  majority  vote, 
may  recommend  to  the  President  that  the  office  be  declared  vacant  and  recommend  that  a 
successor  be  appointed.  The  President  shall  then  decide  whether  or  not  the  absence  is  for  good 
cause,  and  if  the  President  determines  that  good  cause  has  not  been  shown,  shall  declare  the 
office  vacant  and  shall  appoint  a successor. 

V TERMS  OF  OFFICE  AND  VOTING  RIGHTS 

The  terms  of  office  shall  be  two  years  for  all  elected  officers,  except  Governors,  whose  terms 
of  office  shall  be  3 years  and  staggered. 

The  President  shall  appoint  a Secretary-Treasurer,  N.O.W.  News  Editor  and  a Curator-Historian 
to  terms  coincident  with  his  administration. 

The  President  and  Vice  President  may  run  for  successive  terms  of  office  or  they  may  be  elected 
to  another  office  in  a succeeding  term. 

Any  person  holding  more  than  one  executive  board  post  is  prohibited  from  casting  more  than  one 
vote  on  any  question. 

An  unexpired  vacancy  on  the  executive  board  shall  be  filled  by  Presidential  appointment. 

VI  AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  by  a majority  vote  at  any  regular  or  special  meeting  of  the 
organization  provided  a quorum  is  present  and  provided  further  that  the  proposed  amendments 
shall  have  been  introduced  at  the  preceding  meeting  or  published  in  the  preceding  issue  of  N.O.W. 
News. 


BYLAWS 


I ELECTION  OF  OFFICERS 

Each  year  in  the  last  issue  of  N.O.W.  News,  the  President  will  issue  a call  to  the  membership  for 
nominations  for  the  election  of  officers  for  the  Numismatists  of  Wisconsin. 

No  member  shall  be  eligible  for  election  as  President  or  Vice  President  unless  they  have  been  a 
member  of  the  executive  board  for  a minimum  of  one  year  and  of  N.O.W.  for  a minimum  of  three 
years.  Candidates  for  Governor  must  have  been  a member  of  N.O.W.  for  a minimum  of  one  year. 
Nominations  may  be  made  by  any  regular  member.  No  member  may  nominate  himself.  The 
Secretary  shall  review  eligibility  of  nominees  and  provide  such  information  to  the  Election 
Committee  when  required. 

No  nominee  may  accept  a nomination  for  more  than  one  elective  office  in  any  one  election. 
Nominee  shall  be  notified  by  the  Secretary  and  indicate  his  acceptance  or  rejection  in  writing  to 
the  Secretary,  within  dates  indicated  by  the  Secretary.  All  nominations  shall  close  on  the  date 
indicated  by  the  Secretary. 

The  Secretary  shall  cause  the  names  of  all  eligible  nominees  who  have  so  accepted  to  be  printed 
on  the  official  ballot  and  published  in  the  pre-convention  issue  of  N.O.W.  News  (at  least  30  days 
prior  to  our  Annual  Show).  Page  2 
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The  Election  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  three  members  appointed  by  the  President,  none  of 
whom  may  be  a candidate  for  an  office.  Duties  are  to  count  the  ballots  as  set  forth  in  Section  7. 

If  less  than  4 qualified  nominees  are  received,  the  President  shall  declare  all  nominees  elected 
and  will  appoint  a sufficient  number  of  governors  to  fill  the  remaining  vacancies. 

Voting  shall  be  by  mail  only  on  ballots  distributed  by  the  Secretary  at  least  15  days  prior  to  the 
annual  spring  convention  or  spring  Board  of  Governor’s  meeting  in  the  event  of  a delayed  show. 
Ballots  will  be  sent  to  paid  up  members  only. 

The  Secretary  shall  retain  all  sealed  ballots  unopened.  In  the  event  that  the  Secretary  is  standing 
for  an  elective  post,  another  person  who  is  not  standing  for  election  shall  be  designated  by  the 
President  retain  ail  sealed  ballots  unopened.  On  the  first  day  of  the  convention,  or  at  the  spring 
Board  of  Governors’  meeting  in  the  event  the  convention  is  delayed  to  the  Election  Committee. 

The  Election  Committee  shall  count  all  ballots  and  envelopes  and  report  the  total  votes  for  each 
candidate  to  the  President  and  Secretary  promptly  following  the  tabulation. 

The  candidate  or  candidates  receiving  the  largest  number  of  votes  for  the  respective  offices 
shall  be  declared  duly  elected.  In  the  event  of  a tie,  the  executive  Board  as  a unit,  shall  cast  the 
tie-breaking  vote. 

i The  President  will  announce  the  results  of  the  election  at  the  N.O.W.  Annual  Meeting  or  spring 
Board  of  Governor’s  meeting  if  the  Annual  meeting  is  delayed  beyond  the  normal  spring  show 
date.  The  results  shall  also  be  reported  in  the  next  issue  of  N.O.W.  News. 

New  officers  and  Governors  shall  assume  office  following  the  close  of  the  last  business  session 
of  the  annual  convention  or  at  the  spring  Board  of  Governor’s  meeting  if  the  annual  spring 
convention  is  delayed. 

II  DUTIES  OF  THE  OFFICERS 

The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  and  in  his  absence,  the  duty  shall  fall  upon  the  Vice 
President,  Past-President  or  senior  Governor  (based  on  years  served  as  Governor.)  The 
President  shall  be  an  ex-officio  member  of  all  committees. 

The  Secretary-Treasurer  shall  keep  a written  record  or  report  of  all  meetings,  and  shall 
collect  and  disburse  all  monies,  keeping  an  accurate  account  of  all  such  transactions  and  monies 
of  the  organization.  He  shall  maintain  correspondence,  ballots,  dues  notices,  and  other  records. 

The  Curator-Historian  shall  maintain  a historical  record  of  the  organization’s  activities  and 
reserve  examples  of  such  artifacts  as  are  produced  in  its  name. 

The  N.O.W.  News  Editor  shall  be  responsible  for  the  regular  production  of  the  organization’s 
journal  as  prescribed  by  the  Executive  Board,  including  the  advertising  accounts. 

The  Executive  Board  may  conduct  any  and  all  business  not  specifically  reserved  for 
membership  action. 

At  the  expiration  of  their  terms  of  office,  all  officers  shall  deliver  to  their  successor  all  books, 
papers,  money  and  other  property  of  the  organization  which  is  in  their  possession. 

The  incoming  President  may  appoint  a 3-member  Auditing  Committee,  none  of  whom  may  be  an 
outgoing  member  of  the  Board,  to  audit  the  financial  and  other  records  of  the  previous 
administration.  Page  3 
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ARTICLE 


III  DUES  AND  APPLICATIONS 

The  dues  for  regular  membership  shall  be  set  forth  by  the  Executive  Board  per  calendar  year, 
payable  in  advance. 

The  dues  for  Life  Membership,  payable  in  a single  installment,  shall  be  20  times  the  prevailing 
annual  dues  for  a regular  membership. 

Applications  for  membership  shall  be  made  to  the  Secretary.  Each  applicant  may  be 
recommended  by  a member  of  N.O.W.  who  personally  knows  and  vouches  for  the  character  and 
integrity  of  the  applicant. 

Each  application  shall  be  accompanied  by  dues  for  the  current  calendar  year. 

IV  QUORUM 

A quorum  for  an  Annual  meeting  of  N.O.W.  shall  consist  of  no  less  than  7 Executive  Board 
members  and  any  eligible  members  who  choose  to  attend  any  legally-announced  meeting.  The 
organization  may  not  elect  officers  or  change  the  Constitution  or  ByLaws  unless  a quorum  is 
present. 

A quorum  for  an  Executive  Board  meeting  shall  consist  of  no  less  than  seven  (7)  members.  The 
Board  may  not  make  any  binding  decisions  unless  a quorum  of  members  is  present  or  polled  and 
the  decision  has  a majority  vote. 

V MISCELLANEOUS 

This  organization  exists  for  the  promotion  and  study  of  numismatics  and  the  mutual  benefit  of  its 
members.  Each  member,  therefore,  should  exert  a reasonable  effort  to  further  the  welfare  of 
the  group  by  recruiting  new  members,  attending  meetings  and  faithfully  discharging  any  assigned 
duties. 

No  member  shall  incur  any  expense  in  the  name  of  the  organization  without  the  express 
permission  of  the  Executive  Board,  except  the  President  and  Secretary-Treasurer,  who  may 
incur  routine  expense  for  postage,  printing,  supplies  and  incidental  expenses  on  behalf  of  the 
organization  up  to  the  amount  of  fifty  dollars  ($50). 

The  annual  meeting  of  N.O.W.  shall  be  held  at  the  Annual  Convention  each  year. 

Interim  N.O.W  Board  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President  at  such  times  and  places  as  he 
deems  appropriate.  The  Executive  Board  shall  be  called  into  session  at  least  3 times  a year,  one 
meeting  of  which  will  be  held  during  the  Annual  Convention.  The  membership  shall  be  notified  of 
special  membership  meetings  at  least  30  days  in  advance  if  by  mail  or  in  the  preceding  issue  of 
N.O.W.  News. 

The  following  order  of  business  shall  be  used  at  any  Board,  Annual  or  Interim  meeting:  1.  Call  to 
order  5.  Communications 

2.  Reading  of  the  minutes  6.  Unfinished  business 

3.  Report  of  the  officers  7.  New  business 

4.  Report  of  the  committees  8.  Adjournment 

Roberts  Rules  of  Order  shall  govern  the  conduct  of  all  meetings. 

VI  AMENDMENTS  OF  THE  BY-LAWS 

The  ByLaws  may  be  amended  by  a majority  vote  at  any  Annual  or  Interim  N.O.W  Board 
meeting  of  the  organization  at  which  a quorum  is  present  or  by  postal  referendum  and 
provided  further  that  the  proposed  amendments  shall  have  been  introduced  at  the 
preceding  meeting  or  published  in  the  preceding  issue  of  N.O.W.  News.

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Bryant’s  Birthday

Stratton  College,  located  at  1300  N.  Jackson 
Street  in  Milwaukee,  Wisconsin  celebrated 
its  138th  birthday  on  January  21st.  The 
school  originally  named  Bryant  and  Stratton 
was  started  in  1852  in  Cleveland,  Ohio  and 
in  1854  they  opened  a school  in  Buffalo,  NY. 
Other  schools  opened  as  follows: 


“rag  pickers”  (collectors  of  paper  money) 
because  of  the  college  currency  issued  by 
them  in  the  1860s.  It  was  play  money,  well 
made,  which  resembled  the  currency  of  the 
period.  It  was  used  to  teach  the  students 
office  and  bookkeeping  procedures.  These 
notes  have  been  catalogued  in  the  book 
“College  Currency”  written  by  Milwaukee 
Numismatic  Society  member,  Neil  Shafer. 
Pictured  here  is  a $3  note. 


It  has  Lincoln  on  the  left,  Liberty  with  eagle 
and  shield  in  the  center,  and  Washington  with 
flag  at  right  It  was  printed  by  Hatch  & 
Company  and  were  made  in  denominations  of 
$1,  $2,  $3,  $5,  $10,  $20,  $50,  $100, 

$500,  $1000  and  came  in  numerous  styles. 
The  $3,  $5  and  $10  notes  are  also  found 
with  a red  vertical  overprint,  which  reads 
“National  College  Bank  Issue,  Milwaukee.” 


Thanks  to  Messers  Bryant  & Stratton  for  leaving 
these  souvenirs  from  the  past.  While  many 
collectors  search  for  these  scarce  notes,  they 
remain  elusive  for  many  of  us. 


1856  Chicago,  1867  Detroit  & Albany, 

1859  Boston  and  St.  Louis.  The  Milwaukee 
branch  was  started  in  1863.  They  had 
schools  in  almost  50  cities.  The  founders 
were  H.B.  Bryant  and  his  brother-in-law, 
H.D.  Stratton.  It  was  founded  as  a business 
school,  which  it  remains  today. 


Due  to  mismanagement  and  over-extension, 
the  Bryant  and  Stratton  chain 
dissolved  in  1866  and  the  schools 
reverted  to  independent  ownership. 

In  1867  the  Milwaukee  school  was 
absorbed  by  the  Spencerian  Busines 
College. 

In  1963  Bryant  and  Stratton 
returned  to  Milwaukee.  They  were 
located  at  770  N.  Plankinton 
Avenue,  but  later  moved  to  its 
present  location  in  1973.  The  school 
was  named  Bryant  and  Stratton,  later 
changing  its  name  to  Milwaukee 
Stratton  College  and  again  to  its 
present  name  of  Stratton  College.  In 
1998  they  returned  to  their  original 
name  of  Bryant  and  Stratton  College. 

The  present  CEO,  Bryant  H.  Prentice 
III,  is  the  great-great-great  grandson  of  the 
founder,  H.B.  Bryant. 


The  history  of  this  school  is  of  interest  to

On  September  1,1939,  Hitler’s  war  machine 
was  turned  loose  on  a sleeping  Europe, 
beginning  with  its  blitzkrieg  or  “lighting 
war.”  He  crossed  the  Polish  border  with  his 
mighty  Luftwaff  and  Panzer  tanks  --  Poland 
surrendered  within  the  month.  Great  Britain 
and  France  declared  war  on  Nazi  Germany 
and  fascist  Italy.  The  most  devastating 
military  conflict  in  all  of  the  history  of 
mankind  was  in  motion. 

In  the  meantime,  even  more  ominous  black 
clouds  of  war  were  gathering  in  the  Pacific. 
On  July  7,  1937  Japan  invaded  China.  On 
January  26,  1940,  Japanese  imports  of 
aircraft  and  aircraft  spaces,  aviation  fuel, 
lubrication  oil,  iron  and  steel  raw  materials 
were  one-by-one  banned.  On  September  22, 

1940,  the  Japanese  made  the  French  vichy 
government  agree  to  their  occupation  of 
northern  Indo  China  and  on  September  27, 
1940  signed  a tilipartite  defensive  pact 
called  “Rome-Berlin  Axis,”  pledging  mutual 
aid.  Nobody  had  any  doubts  that  Japan  was 
moving  toward  total  war.  Finally,  on  the 
bright  sunny  Sunday  morning  of  December  7, 

1941,  the  Japanese  zeros  came  out  of  the 


skies  in  the  surprise  attack  on  the  naval 
base  at  Pearl  Harbor,  Honolulu,  Hawaii. 

With  this  one  swift  act,  the  United  States 
was  thrust  into  World  War  II  --  a war  that 
was  now  truly  a global  war. 

Prior  to  the  above  events,  General 
MacArthur,  on  his  own  initiative,  retired 
from  the  U.S.  Army  in  1937.  During  this 
period  he  adopted  the  gold  braided  hat, 
sunglasses  and  a corncob  pipe  that  was  to 
become  his  trademark.  However,  with 
events  in  Asia  and  the  South  Pacific,  on  July 
26,  1941,  President  Roosevelt  was 
prompted  to  reinstate  him  to  active  duty  in 
the  Philippines  as  Commander  of  the  Far  East 
Command. 

Numerically  superior  enemy  forces  drove 
him  from  Manila  on  December  26  to  Britain 
Peninsula  and  then  to  Corregidor,  an  inland 
fortress  at  the  entrance  to  Manila  Bay.  On 
Corregidor,  his  troops  withstood  the 
Japanese  forces  for  3 months.  Shortly 
before  surrender  of  Bataan  on  April  9, 

1942,  upon  orders  of  President  Roosevelt, 
General  MacArthur  departed  for  Australia  to 
assume  supreme  command  of  allied  forces  in 
the  southwest  Pacific. 

Departing  from  the  Philippines,  he  made  his 
famous  statement  “I  came  through  and  I 
shall  return.”  In  March,  1942,  General 
MacArthur  was  awarded  the  Medal  of  Honor. 
He  led  American  advances  across  the  South 
Pacific  and  in  October,  1944,  he  waded 
ashore  on  Leyte  Island  in  the  Philippines  to 
fulfill  his  promise.  In  December,  MacArthur 
was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  5-star  General 
of  the  Army.  By  July  5 1945,  the 
reconquest  of  the  Philippines  was  over  with. 
Shortly  afterwards  the  Japanese  announced 
their  willingness  to  capitulate,  and  on 
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September  2nd,  1945,  General  MacArthur 
accepted  their  surrender  aboard  the  U.S.S. 
Missouri  (Big  Mo)  in  Tokyo  Bay. 

With  the  invasion  of  South  Korea  by  North 
Korea’s  army  on  June  25,  1950  MacArthur 
was  named  Commander  of  the  United  Nations 
forces  in  South  Korea.  He  soon  recaptured 
the  capital  of  Seoul.  MacArthur  was 
determined  to  end  the  war  quickly.  By 
sending  his  army  back  across  the  38th 
parallel  into  North  Korea,  as  his  armies 
approached  the  Yalu  River  Communist 
Chinese  troops  entered  the  war  and 
subsequently  pushed  the  United  Nation 
armies  back  below  the  38th  parallel. 

General  MacArthur  repeatedly  requested 
authority  to  attack  military  bases  in 
Communist  China,  but  both  the  U.S. 
Department  of  State  and  United  Nations  were 
adamantly  opposed  to  such  a move.  April 
11,  1951,  President  Harry  S.  Truman 
relieved  MacArthur’s  command  because  of 
his  opposition  to  U.S.  and  United  Nations 
policies. 

On  April  19,  1951,  General  MacArthur  set 
forth  his  views  on  the  conduct  of  the  war  in 
Korea  to  a joint  session  of  the  U.S.  Congress 
in  which  he  concluded  his  speech  with  these 
words  “ old  soldiers  never  die,  they  just 
fade  away.  I’ll  be  like  that  old  soldier  and 
just  fade  away.” 

Niue,  a Pacific  island  and  an  independent, 
self-governing  territory  of  New  Zealand, 
honored  General  Douglas  MacArthur  on  a 
commemorative  coin  with  his  portrait  on  the 
obverse.

Around  the  rim,  starting  at  the  point  where 
the  stars  are,  appears  the  words  “General 
Douglas  MacArthur  Defender  of  Freedom”  at 
the  very  low  part  of  the  rim  “Old  Soldiers 
Never  Die.”  This  coin  was  minted  as  their 

tribute  and  thanks 
for  all  the  heroic 
efforts  of 
America’s 
fighting  men  of 
the  South  Pacific.

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The  Timber 

Cruisers 

Monster

They  don’t  call  the  city“Hodagville”...  they 
call  it  Rhinelander,  but  due  to  the 
imagination  of  an  old  timber  cruiser  named 
Gene  Shepard,  everyone  in  Wisconsin  knows 
Rhinelander  as  the  home  of  the  HODAG,  a 
mythical  deep  woods  creature  that  will  live 
forever  in  the  logging  lore  of  this  northern 
Wisconsin  community. 

Although  Rhinelander  was  named  in  honor  of 
railroad  man,  F.W.  Rhinelander,  Hodag 
heritage  is  everywhere  -- 
the  athletic  teams  of  the 
city’s  schools  are  “The 
Hodags”  and  the  bus  line, 
several  taverns  and 
numerous  other  business 
places  in  the  city  are  also 
named  after  the  famous 
beast. 

Nearly  every  convention  or  meeting  that 
originates  in  the  city  uses  the  fearsome 
c reature  in  their  advertising  and  the  city’s 
street  flags  feature  it,  putting  the  Hodag 
high  on  the  list  of  all-time  carnival  cons., 
yes,  the  Hodag  was  a 1900  era  con  game! 

Any  discussion  of  the  north  woods  myth  of 
the  Hodag,  must  start  with  a man  Gene 
Shepard,  a frontier  woodsman  who  was  born 
in  Fort  Howard,  Wisconsin  in  1854  and  spent 


his  youth  on  a farm  30  miles  away 
near  Hortonville. 

Today,  Gene  Shepard  is  revered  in 
Rhinelander,  Wisconsin,  even  though 
in  1996,  a bit  of  the  Shepard  legend 
unraveled  with  the  publication  of 
“Long  Live  the  Hodag,”  a book  that 
details  the  darker  side  of  one  of  the 
midwest’s  finest  pranksters. 

Prior  to  1996,  what  little  was  recorded 
about  this  giant  among  practical  jokers  was 
found  in  his  obituary,  and  in  the  more 
friendly  1939  writings  of  Fred  Holmes,  in 
his  book,  “Badger  Saints  and  Sinners”. 

Here  Holmes  dedicated  15  pages  to  Gene 
Shepard  under  the  title,  “Raconteur  of  the 
Bunkhouses”.

Although  Shepard  worked  in  the  woods 
during  the  prime  time  of  logging  and 
lumbering,  it’s  clear  that  he  was  not  the 
vermin  infested,  illerate,  lumberjack 
stereotype.  The  man  was  intelligent, 
articulate  and  talented. 


According  to  Holmes’  book,  young  Shepard 
worked  as  a farm  laborer  in  the  New  London, 
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Wisconsin  area,  and  when  next  heard  of, 
was  cruising  (estimating)  timber  stands  in 
northern  Wisconsin  for  the  Goodyear  Lumber 
Company,  a large  mill  based  just  outside  of 
Tomah,  Wisconsin. 

Well  apprenticed  and  multi-talented,  Shepard 
was  a confidant  of  the  Ojibwa  Indian  tribe 
(then  called  Chippewa)  and  being  fluent  in 
their  language,  hired  tribal  members  as 
assistants,  perhaps  using  the  friendly 
tribe’s  knowledge  of  the  area  to  his 
advantage. 

By  the  mid-1870s,  he  was  recognized  as  one 
of  the  nation’s  finest  timber  cruisers  and 
there  is  no  question  that  Shepard  made  a 
great  deal  of  money  as  a land  agent, 
surveyor,  cruiser  and  mapper.  When  he  left 
the  woods  to  move  to  the  city  of  Rhinelander 
in  1885  his  career  changed  radically. 

With  the  move  to  Rhinelander  in  1885, 
Shepard  built  a fine  home  and  began  to  travel 
around  the  country  leading  the  good  life. 

When  not  on  the  “good  life”  road,  Shepard 
busied  himself  with  local  survey  and 
mapping,  laid  out  town  lines  and  plats,  and 
was  responsible  for  the  naming  of  many 
lakes  in  the  Rhinelander  area,  including  Josie 
Lake,  a spot  where  your  author  caught  many 
nice  small  mouth  bass  (and  always 
wondered  why  the  lake  was  so  named). 

Rhinelander’s  100  year  old  love  affair  with 
Gene  Shepard  now  glosses  over  a multitude 
of  his  failures,  both  in  business  and  in  his 
personal  life.  When  he  moved  to 
Rhinelander,  he  became  a wildly  fluctuating 
businessman  who  lived  in  cycles,  first  sky 
high  and  then  down  to  the  depths  of  despair. 
He  made  large  amounts  of  money  back  when 
money  was  scarce,  then  blew  it  away  on 
arcane  get-rich  schemes.  The  Shepard 


family  was  to  suffer  dearly  due  to  these 
have  and  have-not  cycles. 

A talented  cartoon-type  artist,  Shepard’s 
spontaneous  drawings  of  wildlife,  city  and 
rural  scenes  and  human  caricatures  often 
enhanced  his  letters  and  worksheets.  As  a 
story  teller  of  lumberjack  tales,  he  had  no 
equal,  and  his  pranks  were  legend.  Some  of 
his  pranks  were  tinged  with  a bit  of 
harshness,  and  even  though  many  were 
harmless,  some  fell  into  what  would  be 
termed  today  to  be  “mean  spirited” 
category.  Shepard,  in  the  lumberjack 
tradition,  was  a heavy  drinker. 

The  hoaxes  of  later  years  were  con  games, 
designed  to  make  money  for  Shepard  from 
the  gullible,  while  cloaked  in  respectability 
as  promoting  the  area  for  tourism,  which 
indeed  they  did. 

By  the  year  1893,  Rhinelander  was  a 
roaring  lumbering  town  of  5,000  people, 
boasting  10  sawmills,  7 planing  mills,  a huge 
box  factory  and  the  largest  screen-door 
manufacturing  plant  in  the  world. 

Other  1893  bragging  rights  as  described  in 
my  Polks  Gazetteer  were  a water  works 
with  stand  pipe  pressure  and  100  fire 
hydrants,  street  lighting,  (80  arc  lights)  and 
a telephone  exchange.  There  is  no  business 
listing  of  Shepard  in  1893,  but  in  the  1899 
Gazetteers,  he  is  listed  under  “Eugene  S. 
Shepard  - Pine  Lands.” 

It  was  in  1893  that  Gene  Shepard  first 
reported  the  sighting  of  the  Hodag.  The 
story  reported  to  the  local  newspaper  was 
that  in  attempting  to  accost  the  Hodag,  he 
and  other  lumberjacks  used  explosives  and 
fire  and  the  beast  was  lost  to  the  fire. 
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Three  years  later,  in  1896,  the  state  of 
Wisconsin  and  the  nation  were  shocked  by 
word  of  the  discovery  of  a prehistoric 
monster  in  the  far  reaches  of  the  Wisconsin 
forest.  This  fierce,  reptilian  creature  was 
7 feet  long,  with  horns  and  spines  running 
down  its  back,  large  menacing  jaws, 
frightening  teeth  and  claws  like  curved  knife 
blades.  Reports  from  the  deep  woods 
revealed  that  the  creature  growled  and 
moaned,  and  fire  spewed  from  its  nostrils. 
The  fearsome  monster  was  called  the 
“Hodag.” 

If  this  seems  a bit  bizarre,  remember  that  in 
the  1890s  there  were  dozens  of  “freak 
shows”  touring  the  country,  with  all  sorts 
of  curiosities,  real  and  contrived.  These 
were  most  often  exhibited  in  darkened  tents 
at  county  fairs,  and  this  is  what  Shepard  did 
with  the  Hodag  after  its  “capture”. 

The  Hodag  was  an  instant  money  maker  for 
the  con  man  Shepard.  It  was  displayed  at 
both  the  Oneida  and  Langlade  County  Fairs, 
each  time  in  a pit,  in  a darkened  tent,  where 
concealed  wires  were  used  to  move  the 
beast  and  simulate  life.  For  a 100 
admission,  Shepard  narrated  to  his 
customers  that  the  Hodag  ate  only  white 
bulldogs  and  then  only  on  Sundays.  What  a 
showman! 

When  the  fair  wasn’t  in  season,  Shepard 
displayed  the  Hodag  at  his  home  in 
Rhinelander,  and  the  tourists  poured  in  by 
train  to  view  the  monster.  The  charade  was 
not  to  last  long,  and  by  1898  or  1899,  the 
poorly  kept  secret  was  exposed  and  Shepard 
was  forced  to  acknowledge  his  hoax. 

It  was  revealed  that  the  body  had  been 
shaped  by  a woodcarver,  covered  with  ox 
hides  and  then  embellished  with  bear  claw 


eyebrows,  spikes  for  claws  and  cattle  horns 
along  the  back  from  head  to  tail. 

You  would  think  that  Shepard  would  have 
been  chastised  for  his  tomfoolery,  but 
instead  he  became  a local  and  state-wide 
folk  legend.  Perhaps  this  was  due  to  his 
influential  friends  in  politics  and  the 
community,  where  he  was  considered  both  a 
solid  (if  eccentric)  citizen  and  a free-spirit. 
The  Hodag  hoax  continued  to  be  hugely 
popular! 

It’s  not  known  if  Shepard  used  any  of  his 
County  Fair  hoax  money  for  his  next 
enterprise,  but  in  1904  he  had  a large  boat 
built  in  Rhinelander,  on  which  he  planned  to 
take  guests  down  the  Wisconsin  and 
Mississippi  rivers  to  the  World’s  Fair  in  St. 
Louis.  Trial  runs  with  the  $5,000  luxury 
liner  showed  the  Wisconsin  river  was  unable 
to  provide  enough  water  depth  to  float  the 
newly-created  craft  (which  he  named  the 
Hodag)  and  the  project  ended  up  rotting  on 
nearby  Boom  Lake. 

Meanwhile  the  Hodag  continued  to  be  a 
popular  drawing  card  in  Rhinelander.  Over 
the  next  10  years,  Shepard,  who  was  now 
sought  after  as  a speaker,  used  the  hoax 
story  to  promote  the  city  of  Rhinelander  and 
the  area. 
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Arthur  Fred  Holmes  described  his  promotion 
in  this  way:  “Shepard  assembled  his  friends 
for  a hunt.  He  caused  them  to  be  pictured 
with  ax  and  pitchfork  attempting  to  slay  the 
hideous  monstrosity.  Hundreds  of  thousands 
of  postal  cards  of  this  scene  were  scattered 
over  the  country,  resulting  in  placing 
Rhinelander  and  Oneida  County  high  up  on  the 
tourist  map  as  a place  to  be  visited.” 

These  sharp,  clear  real  postcards  continue 
to  surface  to  this  day,  showing  the  original 
Shepard  Hodag,  a charming  reminder  of 
another  time  and  way  of  life,  back  when  the 
lumberjack  was  king.

Several  bits  of 
Shepaard’s  prank-type 
humor  are  recorded  in 
Holmes’  book.  In  one, 

Shepard  disguised  himself 

as  his  “insane  brother” 

to  the  dismay  of  his  close 

friend,  Wisconsin  Governor,  John  J.  Blaine. 

Later,  the  hilarious  charade  was  revealed  to 

the  bemused  Blaine. 

For  a man  who  had  made  and  lost  fortunes, 
the  later  life  of  Gene  Shepard  was  hard 
financially  and  health-wise.  Basically,  he 
chose  to  live  by  his  wits  and  was  rejected 


by  the  wife  and  children  he  had  ignored  so 
long.  His  second  marriage,  to  a woman  half 
his  age,  also  failed,  and  culminated  in  an 
ugly  divorce  just  prior  to  his  death. 

Hodag  creator,  Eugene  S.  Shepard,  died  in 
1923  and  today,  with  a fuller  overview  of 
the  time  period  and  its  woods  legends,  he  is 
now  recognized  by  the  historical  community 
as  one  of  the  primary  perpetrators  and 
recorders  of  the  Paul  Bunyan  legends,  often 
serving  as  a refiner  and  polisher  of  these 
coarse  tales  spawned  by  the  men  of  the 
woods. 

Sadly,  future  generations  are  deprived  of 
the  opportunity  to  experience  Shepard’s 
original  Hodag.  It  was  destroyed  in  a house 
fire  at  Ballard  Lake,  Wisconsin. 

Several  replicas  have  since  been  built,  using 
as  a pattern  the  photo  postcards  that 
preserve  the  image  of  the  initial  hoax.  One 
such  replication  can  be  viewed  at  the 
Rhinelander  Logging  Museum.  However, 
these  copies  are  not  nearly  as  lovingly 
S crafted  as  the  master  work  of  Gene 
’ Shepard. 

I have  often  wondered  why  no  effort  has 
been  made  to  better  remember  this 
classic  piece  of  lumbering  folk  lore,  using 
today’s  technology.  Surely  a copy 
closely  akin  to  the  first  Hodag  could  be 
crafted  and  showcased  (perhaps  in  a 
semi-darkened  room). 

Considering  the  multi-million  dollar  impact 
tourism  has  on  the  Rhinelander  area, 
hopefully,  the  city  fathers  will  soon  invest  a 
few  bucks  in  a more  accurate  duplication  to 
“resurrect”  Gene  Shepard’s  wonderfully 
fearsome  beast  of  the  “deep  woods.”
